Dr.  Jerry  Hatten  Buss 

"In  1959  an  ambitious  young  chemist  named  Jerry  Buss  reached  deep  into  his  modest  savings  and 
invested  $1,000  in  a  West  Los  Angeles  apartment  house.  Twenty  years  later,  with  one  stunning  stroke  of 
his  pen,  the  same  Jerry  Buss  paid  $67.5  million  for  his  own  sporting  empire  —  the  National  Basketball 
Association's  Los  Angeles  Lakers,  the  National  Hockey  League's  Los  Angeles  Kings  and  the  17,505-seat 
Los  Angeles  Forum.  In  terms  of  the  board  game  Monopoly  —  which  Buss  plays  with  savage  expertise  —  he 
had  moved  in  two  decades  from  the  plebeian  Mediterranean  Avenue  to  aristocratic  Park  Place." 

That  was  PEOPLE  MAGAZINE'5  description  of  Jerry  Buss  then  and  now. 

Since  that  purchase  in  the  summer  of  1979,  his  Lakers  have  become  a  major  factor  in  the  NBA. 
In  1980  they  brought  the  coveted  World  Championship  to  Los  Angeles.  His  Kings,  on  the  strength  of  a 
youth  movement,  have  risen  dramatically  from  middle-of-the-pack  mediocrity  to  a  place  near  the  top. 
In  the  1980-1981  season  they  concluded  their  best  season  ever  and  the  fourth  best  regular  season  record 
among  all  NHL  teams. 

Recently  he  purchased  a  sizeable  piece  of  California  history,  Pickfair. 

His  success  is  the  actualization  of  the  American  promise,  which  for  decades  has  drawn  millions  of 
immigrants  to  this  country  and  has  brought  millions  more  up  from  ghettos  of  all  kinds. 


When  he  was  one  year  old,  his  parents  were  divorced.  His  mother  worked  as  a  waitress  to  support 
herself  and  her  infant  son,  and  eventually  she  became  a  bookkeeper  by  attending  night  school.  At  the  time 
of  her  death  several  years  ago,  she  was  her  son's  head  bookkeeper,  supervising  a  staff  of  14. 

He  worked  throughout  his  school  years  and  earned  a  scholarship  to  the  University  of  Wyoming  and 
and  an  undergraduate  degree  in  just  two  and  one-half  years.  Following  that,  he  received  a  Ph.D.  in  Chem¬ 
istry  from  the  University  of  Southern  California,  helping  to  put  himself  through  school  by,  among  other 
ways,  selling  tickets  at  the  Los  Angeles  Coliseum. 

Shortly  after  graduation  from  USC,  he  went  to  work  in  the  aerospace  industry  and  taught  nights 
at  his  Alma  Mater.  The  former  he  found  creatively  stifling  because  of  its  regimentation,  and  the  latter 
was  extremely  enjoyable,  although  the  pay  wasn't. 

In  1958,  he  and  engineer  Frank  Mariani  found,  among  other  common  bonds,  a  mutual  desire  to 
improve  their  economic  status.  They  set  about  investigating  businesses  which  might  free  them  from  their 
nine-to-five  jobs.  Their  research  brought  them  to  the  conclusion  that  real  estate  offered  the  greatest  op¬ 
portunity. 

Utilizing  their  scientific  training,  they  researched  the  real  estate  business  for  a  full  year.  While 
doing  so,  each  put  aside  $83.33  per  month  until  at  the  end  of  the  year  they  had  $2,000  for  their  leap  into 
the  world  of  business.  Armed  with  several  thousand  additional  dollars  from  relatives,  they  talked  a  banker 
into  a  loan  and  purchased  a  14-unit  apartment  building  in  West  Los  Angeles. 

Not  only  were  they  now  landlords,  they  also  became  gardeners,  plumbers,  carpenters  and  painters 
in  an  attempt  to  reconcile  costs  and  revenues.  They  worked  their  regular  jobs  by  day  and  their  investment 
by  night. 

Soon,  they  were  able  to  purchase  another  building,  and  then  more.  Mariani-Buss  Associates  was 
on  its  way  in  the  early  1960's.  Jerry's  brother  did  maintenance,  his  uncle  was  in  charge  of  furniture,  his 
mother  was  the  bookkeeper.  Frank's  brother  was  in  charge  of  financing,  Jerry  looked  for  new  acquisitions 
and  Frank  was  in  charge  of  management. 

Today,  Mariani-Buss  Associates  is  a  multi-hundred  million  dollar  real  estate  business  with  property 
throughout  California  and  holdings  in  Arizona  and  Nevada. 

His  philosophies  are  two-fold  and  simple: 

1)  "Education  gives  you  freedom.  Words  like  disadvantaged  are  ones  that  are  used  today.  When  I 
grew  up,  we  were  poor.  And  I  realized  that  most  of  the  kids  who  grew  up  in  coal  mining  camps  like  Kem- 
merer,  Wyoming  stayed  in  those  towns  and  worked  in  the  mines.  Freedom  became  the  most  important 
thing  in  my  life,  and  education  became  my  way  out. 

I  m  grateful  that  I  was  born  in  this  country.  In  America,  any  person  can  get  as  much  education 
as  he  or  she  wants.  And  the  more  education  you  have,  the  more  freedom  you  have." 

2)  It  is  simple,  albeit  not  easy,  to  become  a  millionaire.  "Get  a  part  time  job  on  Saturday  and  do  it 
for  10  years.  Then  take  that  money  and  invest  it  at  12%  and  wait  ten  more  years,  and  you're  a  millionaire. 
However,  most  people  don't  want  to  give  up  their  free  time  for  10  years.  I've  been  working  Saturdays  since 
I  was  16." 

The  scientist  who  is  a  successful  business  man  is  a  rarity.  The  scientist  who  is  also  highly  tuned  to 
people's  needs  is  not  only  a  rarity,  he  is  a  seeming  contradiction. 

Jerry  Buss  is  these  things. 

He  has  deep  loyalty  for  friends  and  for  people  who  show  good  faith.  He  answers  with  intense 
loyalty.  Among  his  greatest  supporters  are  his  employees,  including  a  great  many  of  his  players. 

Despite  the  fact  that  he  is  divorced,  his  family  is  most  important  to  him. 

Their  four  children,  John,  Jim,  Jeanie  and  Janie,  are  all  actively  involved  with  events  at  The  Forum 
and  except  for  Janie  who  is  still  in  high  school,  all  work  in  various  capacities  in  their  father's  sports  and 
entertainment  business.  John  runs  the  MISL  Lazers  and  Jeanie  is  in  charge  of  all  Forum  tennis  operations, 
including  the  Los  Angeles  Strings  of  Team  Tennis. 

His  lifestyle  is  as  casual  as  his  business  is  precise.  "I  walk  around  in  Levi's  so  I  can't  expect  every¬ 
one  else  to  wear  pinstripe  suits.  I  believe  that  businesses  should  be  built  for  go  and  not  for  show." 

He  greatly  enjoys  his  involvement  in  professional  sports  and  entertainment,  but  is  not  a  toy.  "I 
don't  go  into  things  unless  they  are  investments.  I  have  my  toys,  but  they  are  coins  and  stamps,  and  even 
they  are  good  investments.  What  you  try  to  do  when  you  reach  a  certain  economic  level  it  to  make  your 
investments  not  only  lucrative  but  fun." 


Among  his  charitable  contributions,  those  that  he  is  most  concerned  with  are  the  ones  which  help 
education,  the  young,  the  elderly  and  the  racially  and  ethnically  disadvantaged.  He  has  personally  and  fin¬ 
ancially  supported  such  efforts  as  the  “Save  Our  Sports”  high  school  athletic  fund-raising  campaign,  the 
United  Negro  College  Fund,  Big  Brothers  and  Big  Sisters  organization,  and  neighborhood  health  clinics  and 
services,  to  list  just  a  few.  He  is  personally  putting  a  number  of  young  people  through  college,  and  he  has 
endowed  a  Fellowship  in  Chemistry  at  USC  in  the  name  of  his  doctoral  professor,  Dr.  Sidney  Benson. 

Jerry  Buss'  rise  from  impoverished  youth  in  a  small  Wyoming  mining  and  sheep  ranching  com¬ 
munity,  to  his  current  position  as  one  of  the  most  influential  men  in  the  American  sports  world  is  well 
reflected  in  this  coin  collection.  He  started  collecting  coins  at  the  age  of  1 1 ,  going  through  the  change  and 
through  the  rolls  of  coins  he  purchased  at  the  bank,  and  he  continued  collecting  through  1980. 

The  collection  runs  the  gamut  from  Colonials  to  U.S.  Gold  and  is  well  represented  in  all  series, 
including  many  great  rarities  and  Condition  Census  specimens.  Yet,  it  also  contains  coins  in  low  grade 
condition.  Dr.  Buss  has  a  much  emotional  attachment  to  the  coins  he  found  in  change,  and  with  the  coins 
he  purchased  with  money  when  he  had  but  modest  means,  as  he  has  to  the  three  great  rarities  which  we 
now  have  the  privilege  to  showcase. 

Unlike  many  of  the  big  time  buyers  in  today's  coin  market.  Dr.  Buss  has  always  viewed  himself 
as  a  collector,  rather  than  an  investor;  an  attitude  he  formed  in  the  days  when  his  collection  was  just 
developing. 

The  time  has  now  come  where  the  demands  on  his  time  are  so  great,  that  he  has  been  unable  to 
actively  pursue  further  acquisitions  for  his  collection  or  to  even  visit  in  the  vault.  Rather  than  keep  the 
coins  locked  up,  Dr.  Buss  wishes  to  detach  himself  from  his  collection  he  cares  so  much  for,  “I  guess  I 
just  decided  that  I  would  rather  sell  it  than  neglect  it."  Since  he  is  unable  to  give  the  proper  attention  or 
time  to  his  hobby,  Dr.  Buss  has  decided  to  dispose  of  his  coin  collection  and  concentrate  on  his  new  in¬ 
terest,  collecting  sports  memorabilia,  which  is  more  in  tune  with  what  he  is  now  involved  with,  and  which 
can  be  safely  displayed  at  his  home,  the  renowned  Pickfair  Estate.

Like  most  collectors,  Cents  were  Jerry  Buss'  first 
major  area  of  interest  when  he  started  collecting  about 
thirty  years  ago.  This  was  also  during  a  period  when  col¬ 
lecting  rolls  of  coins  was  popular,  with  circulated  Lin¬ 
colns  being  especially  hot  items. 

Due  to  his  mathematical  background  and  calcu¬ 
lating  mind,  Jerry  realized  that  for  very  little  money  he 
could  control  the  market  of  1932-D  Cents.  He  figured 
the  attrition  rate,  versus  the  amount  made,  how  many  dol¬ 
lars  it  would  take  to  buy  it,  and  so  forth.  He  found  that  for 
a  small  investment,  he  could  control  the  entire  series,  and 
since  it  was  a  better  date,  could  also  create  a  market  for  it. 
So  he  began  to  hoard  these  1932-D  Cents. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  offering,  Jerry  was  able  to 
acquire  about  15,000  of  the  coins,  with  the  end  result  being 
that  no  one  probably  cares.  However,  it  was  something  that 
he  enjoyed  at  the  time. 

Jerry  realized  that  there  was  more  to  numismatics 
than  collecting  circulated  rolls,  as  one  look  at  the  rest  of 
the  sale  reveals.  But,  these  1932-D  Cents  acquired  by  Jerry 
over  a  period  of  several  years,  represents  quite  a  find.

Perhaps  Samuel  W.  Brown  could  reveal  the  true  secret  behind  the  mystery  that  surrounds  the  famous  1913  Liberty 
Nickel.  Brown  who  was  employed  by  the  U.S.  Mint  from  December  18,  1903  through  November  14,  1913  also  joined  the 
ANA  as  member  number  808.  An  advertisement  was  placed  in  the  December  1919  issue  of  "The  Numismatist"  offering  to 
pay  $500  for  a  Proof  1913  Liberty  Nickel.  This  offer  to  purchase  the  mysterious  coin  appeared  some  six  years  following 
the  production  of  the  1913  Buffalo  Nickel  when  it  would  seem  that  none  of  the  Liberty  Nickels  had  been  struck  bearing 
the  1913  date.  Obviously,  it  would  appear  that  Samuel  Brown  could  shed  some  light  on  this  very  unusual  set  of  circum¬ 
stances.  In  terms  of  today's  numismatic  market  place,  we  would  quickly  identify  Brown  as  a  shrewd  numismatist  who  was 
preparing  the  market  place  for  the  release  of  a  few  struck  1913  Liberty  Nickels.  Brown's  initial  ad  followed  with  three 
more,  raising  the  offer  to  $600  each. 

Samuel  Brown's  initial  ad  didn't  draw  much  attention  or  interest,  but  after  the  subsequent  ads  appeared,  interest 
began  to  generate.  Finally  in  1920  at  the  August  ANA  Convention,  Brown  produced  one  of  the  mysterious  coins  and  the 
myth  surrounding  the  existence  became  fact.  The  October  1920  edition  of  "The  Numismatist"  reported  the  story  and 
accounted  the  details  of  Brown's  earlier  offers  to  purchase  the  coin.  In  January  of  1924,  an  advertisement  appeared  in 
"The  Numismatist"  offering  the  entire  group  of  five  coins  for  sale  and  was  purchased  by  the  famous  and  eccentric  Col. 
Edward  H.  R.  Green,  son  of  the  infamous  "Witch  of  Wall  $treet,"  Hetty  Green.  After  Col.  Green's  death  in  1938,  the 
coins  became  part  of  the  estate  which  were  sold  by  Burdette  G.  Johnson  in  1942.  The  pedigree  of  the  five  known  pieces 
certainly  involves  many  famous  numismatists  who  even  today  many  of  us  know  personally.  Here  is  the  pedigree  on  each 
known  piece.

Certainly  the  1913  Liberty  Nickel  is  the  most  famous  coin  in  history.  B.  Max  Mehl  spent  hundreds  bf  thousands  of 
dollars  offering  $50  for  the  coin  in  his  famous  "Star  Encyclopedia."  Obviously,  additional  excitement  was  generated 
with  the  addition  of  the  coin  in  the  expensive  coin  albums  was  added  with  the  plug  "rare."  Samuel  Brown's  knowledge  of 
coins  prompted  by  the  fact  that  he  left  the  employment  of  the  U.S.  Mint  in  1913  certainly  suggests  that  he  was  somewhat 
responsible  for  the  striking  of  the  coins.  When  the  Mint  ordered  the  dies  returned  from  the  branch  mints,  they  arrived  in 
very  short  order  which  tends  to  indicate  that  management  of  the  property  at  the  Mint  was  in  good  order.  Undoubtedly 
Brown  had  an  accomplice  since  his  position  did  not  provide  him  the  opportunity  to  actually  strike  the  coins. 

The  fabled  Nickel  has  had  a  glorious  history  which  in  recent  years  even  included  appearance  on  television  and  in 
major  motion  pictures.  Let's  take  a  good  look  at  the  pedigree  and  attempt  to  analyze  the  availability  of  other  specimens 
in  the  foreseeable  future. 

1 .  The  Norweb  specimen  is  now  in  the  Smithsonian  Institute. 

2.  The  Eliasberg  specimen  appears  unavailable  to  the  numismatic  community. 

3.  The  Buss  Specimen  is  the  first  offered  for  sale  in  18  years. 

4.  The  R.  J.  Reynolds  specimen  would  appear  unavailable  for  sale. 

5.  The  Aubrey  Bebee  specimen  is  not  for  sale  and  numerous  generous  offers  have  been  rejected  by  the  owner. 

This  may  well  be  the  last  specimen  offered  for  sale  to  the  public  for  many  many  years.  Imagine  the  list  of  owners 
and  their  exciting  participation  in  the  numismatic  world.  Dr.  Buss  certainly  ranks  with  the  best  of  the  personalities  and  it 
can  be  assumed  that  the  next  owner  will  add  his  unique  personality  to  the  numismatic  community. 

The  Dr.  Buss  specimen,  contrary  to  Walter  Breen's  description,  is  a  proof.  The  Bebee  specimen  is  circulated,  while 
the  Reynolds  coin  is  described  as  uncirculated  with  tiny  marks.  It  is  a  safe  assumption  that  this  is  the  best  available,  coupl¬ 
ed  with  the  knowledge  that  the  other  pieces  appear  unavailable  to  the  market;  the  ingredients  call  for  an  opportunity 
of  a  lifetime.  The  chance  to  own  the  most  famous  of  coins  is  an  opportunity  that  all  of  us  eagerly  await.  Superior  Galleries 
is  proud  to  present  the  numismatic  opportunity  of  the  decade.

The  published  mintage  figures  for  the  1894-S  Barber  Dime  indicate  a  total  mintage  of  just  24  pieces.  In  studying 
the  12  known  specimens  we  find  that,  in  most  cases,  these  are  not  newly  discovered  pieces  but  have  a  well  known  pedigree. 
This  is  likliest  because  of  the  theory  behind  the  production  of  these  numismatic  treasures.  The  theory  revolves  around  the 
question  of  why  just  24  specimens  were  struck,  when  most  other  years  boasted  production  of  large  quantities  of  coins. 
The  most  credible  theory  deals  with  the  Superintendent  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  J.  Daggett.  A  friend  of  Daggett  who 
was  a  banker,  asked  him  to  have  the  pieces  struck  for  presentation  to  some  of  his  close  friends.  Daggett  himself  also  re¬ 
ceived  three  of  the  specimens  with  seven  others  also  receiving  three  pieces.  The  coins  were  listed  in  the  Director  of  the 
Mint's  report,  thus  attaching  official  status  to  the  coins.  The  coins  were  all  struck  in  Proof  also  adding  credibility  to  the 
theory.  The  three  coins  held  by  Daggett  were  given  to  his  daughter  Hallie,  with  the  advise  that  she  hold  the  coins  until 
she  was  as  old  as  her  father.  She  partially  followed  his  advise,  having  spent  one  of  the  coins  for  a  dish  of  icecream.  She 
held  the  other  two  specimens  and  eventually  sold  to  Earl  Parker,  a  San  Francisco  coin  dealer  in  1954.  Imagine  just  how 
much  ice  cream  one  could  purchase  with  the  value  of  an  1894-S  Dime! 

The  pedigree  of  the  12  known  specimens  lists  many  famous  and  well  known  dealers  and  collectors  from  both 
today  and  our  past.  Newcomer,  Boyd,  Mehl,  Kosoff,  Eliasberg  and  others  have  owned  one  of  these  numismatic  treasures. 
What  individual  will  add  his  name  to  the  impressive  list  of  owners?  A  close  examination  of  the  known  specimens  indicates 
that  already  as  many  as  4  of  the  known  12  specimens  are  lost  to  the  collecting  community,  destined  or  held  in  state  or 
institutional  collections.  A  safe  assumption  is  that  as  time  passes  there  will  be  fewer  opportunities  for  a  private  collector 
to  obtain  one  of  these  truly  great  numismatic  treasures.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  all  the  "big  three”  coins,  only

The  mintage  figures  for  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  indicate  that  19,570  specimens  were  struck.  Certainly  the  logical 
explantion  here  is  that  the  mint  had  a  practice  of  using  its  stock  of  dies  until  exhausted  even  though  those  coins  struck, 
were  the  incorrect  date.  Therefore  the  19,570  specimens  struck  were  dated  1803.  In  1834  the  Department  of  State  order¬ 
ed  proof  sets  struck  for  the  King  of  Siam  and  the  Sultan  of  Muscat.  Since  the  $1  coin  was  not  being  struck  at  that  time,  a 
search  for  an  1804  $1  die  proved  unsuccessful.  New  dies  were  ordered  and  this  is  considered  the  development  of  the  first 
1804  Silver  Dollar.  Historical  reference  backs  up  the  theory  that  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  was  actually  struck  in  1834.  Its 


purpose  obviously  was  for  presentation  to  heads  of  state  and  therefore  not  available  to  the  collecting  community. 

"The  King  of  American  Coins"  was  a  phrase  coined  by  the  famous  B.  Max  Mehl,  a  Texas  coin  dealer.  "The  Fan¬ 
tastic  1804  Dollar,"  by  Eric  P.  Newman  and  Kenneth  E.  Bressett,  devotes  most  of  its  contents  to  this  historical  and  ro¬ 
mantic  numismatic  treasure.  Those  who  have  been  fortunate  to  own  it  represent  a  who  s-who  in  American  numismatic 
history.  One  of  the  first  to  own  this  piece  is  a  famous  individual  and  one  of  the  first  coin  dealers  in  the  United  States. 
William  Idler  opened  a  store  in  Philadelphia  in  1858.  He  lived  to  the  ripe  age  of  93  years,  when  he  died  in  July  of  1901. 
A  story  appeared  in  the  August  1901  Issue  of  "The  Numismatist,"  citing  that  Idler,  who  was  an  amiable  gentleman,  seldom 
became  enthusiastic  over  coins  so  collectors  found  it  necessary  to  entice  him  to  open  his  safe  so  they  could  view  his  numis¬ 
matic  treasures.  William  Idler  was  well  known  in  the  Philadelphia  area  by  collectors  which  enabled  him  to  become  the 
central  source  for  better  numismatic  material. 

This  specimen  of  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  is  from  the  William  Idler  holding.  The  existence  of  this  specimen  has  been 
known  for  more  than  125  years.  The  story  behind  its  very  secretive  holding  is  most  interesting  from  not  only  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  the  coin  but  to  this  very  specimen.  The  coin  was  known  to  be  in  the  possession  of  William  Idler  back  in  1868  and 
later  transferred  to  H.  O.  Granberg.  The  knowledge  of  the  transfer  was  acknowledged  by  Idler's  son-in-law.  Captain  John 
W.  Haseltine,  in  1908.  Captain  Haseltine  notified  Granberg  by  letter,  that  he  was  bound  to  secrecy  by  Idler  because  of  the 
numerous  copies  which  Idler  had  produced  from  this  original  piece.  He  further  mentioned  in  detail  the  coins  description 
which  enabled  Granberg  to  verify  that  this  was,  in  fact,  the  original  coin.  The  next  sale  of  the  coin  is  somewhat  unclear 


but  it  appears  to  have  been  sold  to  William  C.  Atwater  between  1908  and  1940. 

Atwater  was  born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  on  July  4,  1981.  His  business  efforts  proved  most  rewarding  and  soon 
his  firm  was  operating  in  many  different  facits  including  ocean-going  steamers,  the  manufacture  of  oil  burners,  construc¬ 
tion  of  large  oil  terminals,  not  to  mention  building  hotels  and  golf  courses.  Besides  numismatics,  Atwater  was  interested  in 
gardening,  motor  boating  and  yacht  racing.  He  had  four  children  and  traveled  extensively.  Certainly  William  C.  Atwater 
was  a  most  worthy  credit  to  the  numismatic  community.  Atwater  died  on  February  22,  1940.  His  love  for  coins  was 
apparent  by  the  examination  of  the  William  Cutler  Atwater  Collection  catalogue  sold  by  B.  Max  Mehl  on  June  11,  1946, 
Some  of  the  greatest  numismatic  treasures  ever  catalogued  were  sold  in  this  great  sale  including  this  specimen  of  the 
famous  William  Idler  1804  Silver  Dollar. 

The  pedigree  follows  to  Will  W.  Neil  who  sold  the  piece  the  following  year.  This  time  the  piece  was  transferred  to 
Edwin  Hydeman  who  held  the  coin  until  1961.  Various  sales  have  taken  place  since  then,  with  the  coin  finally  coming  to 
Superior  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.  in  February  of  1979.  From  Superior  the  coin  was  sold  to  Dr.  Jerry  Buss  in  the  same  month. 
Dr.  Buss  has  held  the  specimen  in  his  collection  since  1979,  and  he  has  refused  offers  to  sell.  Certainly  the  1804  Silver 
Dollar  has  to  be  one  of  the  major  highlights  of  Dr.  Buss'  collection  and  now  the  prestige  of  ownership  will  pass  on  to 
another  numismatist.  With  only  15  known  pieces  in  the  world,  it  is  safe  to  assume  that  one  has  but  a  few  oppor^n't'®s 
to  acquire  this  coin.  Recently,  two  specimens  appeared  on  the  market.  The  Garrett  specimen  sold  in  1984  for  $198,000. 
It  was  graded  Extremely  Fine.  This  Jerry  Buss  specimen  is  graded  Mint  Sate  60+  and  it  can  be  assumed  to  be  one  of  the 

best  available.  .  ,  ,,  . 

A  careful  study  of  the  15  known  specimens  indicates  that  perhaps  only  a  maximum  of  7  coins  can  ever  be  ottered 

for  sale  One  can  assume  that  of  the  7  available  coins,  several  are  destined  to  state  collections  or  museums  never  again  to 
be  offered  to  the  collecting  community.
